HAMBURG, July 2—The steamer 
owned by the Hamburg-American 
with 185 passengers on board, was 
-eut mn two and sunk by the tug Hansa on 
the River Elbe at 12:30 o'clock this morning. 
Mo far as ‘s ascertainable, about 50 per- 
gone were drowned. Thirteen bodies al- 
ready have been recovered. 
“The Primus was" an excursion 
from Buxtehude “(province of 
Prussia). 

The disaster occurred between Blankenez 
and Nientdten. Among the passengers 
were the members of the Eilbeck Male 


Choral Society. 
At the time of the accident the Primus 


was crossing the river channel, near Blank- 
enez, from the southern into the northern 
fairway. 

According to witnesses aboard the Hansa, 
the movement was made too precipitately. 

The Primus struck the tug’s engine 
room, and the Hansa endeavored to pusa 
her ashore, but the tug grounded and the 
ships parted. The Primus then sank. In 
the interval, however, about §~) of her pass- 
engers were able to reach the Hansa by 
means of ropes and ladders. Seventy more 
were picked up by the tug’s boats, while 
others swam ashore.

ers at the Donovan before he was aware 
of the presence of Walsh. A few hours 
later Hawes removed to the Metropole, 
into a room much inferior in its appoint- 
ments to that he had occupied at the Dono- 
van, and will remain there. 

Gov. Dockery, Sam B. Cook and the 
Jefferson City crowd that came with them 
must have been told of the location of 
Walsh before they left the station, for 
they went direct to the Metropole and have 
established headquarters there. Tom Park 
was left at the Donovan, where he will re- 
main. 

Two or three hundred delegates and poli- 
ticilans arrived yesterday, and a number of 
conferences were held. Gov. Dockery’s time 


was taken up principally by the St. Josep.

BALTIMORE IS SWEPT BY A DE- 
STRUCTIVE WIND.

200 HOUSES ARE UNROOFED 


Ten of the Dead Lose Lives by Over- 
turning of Small Boats in 
the River. 


BALTIMORE, Juiy 21.—The tornado 
which suddenly struck this city yeeterday 
afternoon at 1:25 o'clock, involving the loss 
of 12 lives and a widespread destruction of 
property, was-the severest which has been 
known in this latitude for 17 years. 

Nothing in the way of a storm had been 
Torecasted, and the weather bureau was 
taken completely by surprise. 

Almost without a moment's warning an 
irresistible wind, apparently in the nature 
of a whirlwind, came from the southwest, 
and in an instant the waters of the harbor 
were converted into a seething cauldron, 
frail boats were capsized, while the stanch- 


est vessels at anchor were violently rocked, 

Of the 12 lives that were lost, 10 were 
drowned by the oes of boats in the 
river. One was killed by a tree falling on 
him and one by coming in contact with a 
live electric wire. 

A careful estimate, furnished from police 
headquarters today, shows that 200 houses 
were unroofed during the prevalence of the 
storm. 

Six roofs in one block were “blown off. 
The roof of the William Street Independent 
Methodist Church was lifted high in the 
air and blown over the roofs of other 
houses to a distance of 150 feet. 

The stone spire of Holy Cross Catholic 
Church was hurled to the ground. A part 
of the roof of Trinity Protestant Episcopal 
Church was “orn off, while the historic 
steeple of St. Mary's Star of the Sea 
Catholic Church was completely destroyed. 

The public squares and parks are consid- 
erably wrecked. Patterson Park is a scene 
of desolation. The whole extent of these 

leasure grounds is strewn with broken 
Coaches and uprooted trees and the debris 
completely chokes up the driveways. 

Many handsome trees in Franklin square 
and Druid Hall park, as well as on the 
yng streets, have been uprooted bodily, | 
many Palling across thoroughfares, tempor- 
erily woceing them.

FLOOD AT HANNIBAL, HOWEVER, 
CONTINUES. 


Water Is Eight Inches Higher — There 
Than on Saturday and Is Rising 
at Rate of Quarter of an 
Inch an Hour. 


Between Sunday morning at 8 o'clock and 
the same hour Monday the Mississippi 
river receded .2 of a foot, or almost 2% 
inches. The government tide gauge Sunday 
was 26.3.feet above low water; on Monday 
it registered 26.1 

The anticipated flood from up river, due 
to the late heavy rains emptying into the 
Mississippi from its various tributaries, the 
Missouri, the Des Moines, the Illinois, the 
Skunk and the innumerable smaller 
Streams that, nevertheless, have an enor- 
mous water-carrying capacity in times of 
flood, has not yet arrived. 

The crest of the added flood was expect- 
ed Sunday night or, at the latest, Monday 
morning, but the shore line showed by va- 
rious signs that the water was going back 
at St. Louls. 

There was a rapid rise at Hannibal, Mo.; 
however. The weather observer at that 
point reports the water 8 incHes higher 
than it was Saturday morning, and rising 
at the rate of a quarter of an inch an 
hour. At that point it is 2 ™ 3 inches 
above danger line.

Degth Comes to John W, 
Mackay in London. 


TO ‘ REST 


REMARKABLE CAREER OF THE 
FAMOUS WESTERN MINER. 


Romantic Incident Connected With His 
First Meeting With the Widow 
Bryant, Now Mrs. Mackay, 
and His Sudden Rise 
to Wealth. 


LONDON, July 21.—The body of John W. 
Mackay, who died in London last evening, 
will be conveyed to the United States and 
interred in Greenwood Cemetery, Brooklyn, 


in the family vault. 
Mackay’s death was due to heart failure, 
following an attack of pneumonfe. 

His conditions Saturday was improved, 
but he had a bad night, and Sunday morn- 
ing a consultation was held by three phy- 
sictans. Mr. Mackay grew worse as the 
day wore one; he was unconscious most or 
the time, and died peacefully. The right 
lune was found to be congested. 

Mrs. aeeay, her mother, and the Count- 
ess Telfener, her sister, were present when 
Mr. Mackay died, and Princess Galatro Co- 
lona arrived from A Sy half an hour after 
her stepfather’s death 


Most Famous of 
a Famous Group. 

The death of John W. Mackay removes 
the most famous of the many men whose 
career is a part of the peculiar history of 
the Pacific Coast. The story of his life is 


that of a man who mounted the iadder of 
prosperity a dozen rounds at a time, who 
stood before the world as the unchallenged 
Bonanza King, with the shadow of a scep- 
ter over every exchange, and was hurled 
with appalling swiftness into the slough of 
disaster, only to mount again to the emi- 
rence where stand the great money forces 
of the world. He had many friends an 
many enemies, but all look with admiration 
apon hfs courage. 

There are few dates in the life of Mack- 
ay. Most men who have achieved promi- 
nence have scores which mark the devel- 
opment of thefr careers. Mackay had no 
more than eight. 

Mackay sprang from ancestors of | the 
Highland-Mackay clan, and was borh in 
Dublin @ years ago. He first saw America 
in 1840 and drift with the gold fever to 
California as a ‘4%-er. Here he lost and won 
and in 1860 drifted into Nevada. An ab- 
stemious, self-controlled, forceful man, he 
became the leader of the bold and strenu- 
ous spfrits who were planting seeds of fu- 
ture greatness. The bonanza discoveries 
came tn 1872. In 1878 the Bank of Nevada, 
which has wielded such a tremendous in- 
fluence, was established. The inception of 
the Commercial Cable in 1884 completed the 
dates which mark the important events tn 
eonnection with Mackay’'s life. 

Crowded between those dates are events 
that are like Monte Cristo romances—ad- 
ventures so strange and marvelous (that 
the fictions which surrounds them only 
dims them. 


The Bonanza Chapter 
of Mackay’'s Life. 
One day Mackay stood with a _ friend 
looking at a smoking cavity in the ground, 
at the mouth of which a windlass was 

slowly grinding. 

‘Out of that hole,”’ “TI took 
$150.000,000 in bublion.”’ 

This was the ‘hg Bonanza’ of Virginia 
City, Nevada, the first of the famous mines, 
and which furnished the foundations of the 
bonanza fortunes. Mackay said that this 
mine wus a Kidney, or pocket, of crude ore, 
about as bigh as the steeple of Trinity and 
urge as Civy Hall Paik of New York. 

Four men made enormous fortunes out ot 
these mines. They beeame known § the 
world over as the Bonanza kings, their 
names, became household words as syn- 
onyms for tremendous and quickly ae- 
quired wealth, James F. Fair. who 
came senator from Nevada. had attracted 
Mackay because of his skill as a mining 
expert. Wildam O'Brien and James UL. 
S,ood had come to California as friends in 
the old Argonaut days. They had, like 
other men, taken their humbler parts in the 
creation of the Pactfie States. 

Flood was the finaneial representative 
and ally of the two yourg miners who were 
at work on the Bonanze. O'Brien was a 
partner of the tirm, because Flood would 
have no interest he did not share. “Billy 
was my partner once,’ said Fided one day. 
“He is my partner now, and he will be my 
partner forever.’ O’ Brien died during the 
Sonanza times. Flood died in Germany. 

Mackay’s first success was in the go'd 
mines at Downeville, Sterra County, Cal. 
it wasn't a remarkable success, but he 
made a living and learned mining. He wae 
a hard student. It was in 1867 that he mar- 
ried the daughter of Col. Daniel C. Hun- 
gerford of New York. he was then a 
widow living ir poverty in California with 
her daughter, who subsequently married 
Prince Colonna, much to her stepfather's 
regret. 

Mackay and his rtners first went to 
work on the Hale Norcoss mine, which 
— ceased to pay dividends and which de- 

anded assessments. They secured control 
of it for $80,000.

Czar’s Naval Officer Appeals to His 
Government for Satisafction for 
Alleged Insult. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—Paul Kosahe- 
vitch, who represents the Russian govern- 
ment as counsel at San Francisco, de- 
clares that Capt. Abraham Beckham, quar- 
termaster of the United States transport 
Logan, has his government with 
contempt. 

He has notified the Russian embassy In 
Washington of the alleged slight upon the 
government of the czar. 

When the Logan arrived at Nagasaki, the 
lInited States consul notified Capt. Beck- 
ham that three men had deserted from, a 
Russian warship and that they might make 
an attempt to reach the United States. 

The troops on the transport obtained 
short leave. and after they had embarked 
and the ship was about to sail, the Rus- 
sian conusel at the port is said to have 
demanded of Capt. Beckham the privilege of 
searching the Logan. | 

“No man will be allowed to search th's 
vessel,”"’ Capt. Beckham is said to have re- 

lied.
